4. Claims 1-4, 6-17 and 19-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest an outer shroud portion surrounding said shielded 
tube and a portion of the metallic shell, forming an outer shielding (independent claims 
1,10 and 17); and the ground shell being crimped around the tube with a section of the 
outer body portion extending into an undercut (independent claims 4, 12 and 19), as set 
forth in the claimed combination.
